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Several members of the Schaerbeek Section of the Belgian Communist Party 
(BCI) have accused "‘ichel “lcerenhout, the official in char;e of organization, 
of fomenting trouble within the scection, Meerenhout was suspended fron the 
NCP for two years because of his unsavory personal conduct. Through the 
influence of Sam Uerssens, the political secretary of the Brabant Federa~ 
tion of the BCF, “cerenhcut has now been rei: steted in the Schaerveek 
Section and alleredly com ‘<ssioned by Herssens to report on the activities 
of the members of that section. At the 3 January mecting of the section 
Voerenhout was accused of initiating nalicious gossip and of dictatorial 
tendencies in the rerforuance of his duties. After attennting to refute 
these charges, he offered to resign. Georges DeBischon, wio is in charge 
of the cadres of the Schaerbeek Gection, defended Loerenhout and stated 
that a revort on the ease would be submitted to the Brabant Feder:tion. 


2. “Mariette Nousseau's resirnati-n as treasurer of the Schaerbeek Section 
is a further example of the internal difficulties of the Party. According 
to Jean Blume, the Brabant federation officer in charge of cadres, at the 
tine ‘1e, Rousseau resigned, she was about to be expelled because of her 
extravapance, Several members of the Schaerbesk Comaittee deferced lle. 
Rousseau, saying the renal cause of the trouble lay in Vichel “.oerenhout, 
who went unrebuked white a hard working, honest comrade like “ariette 
Rousseau was exc cliecé. Sam Lerssens closed the discussion with the state- 
ment that obedience to “arty regulations was essential and tiose found 
wanting would be removed from the Farty. 


3. Another instance of factional cissute at the lower level of the LCF was the 
mass resipnation of the executive corrittee of the Anities Belgo-Sovieticues 
(Relpian-soviet Friendship tssocintion - 1235) Seetion in Schaerbeek. The 
covrittce resirned in -rotest over the financial cachinatious of Charles Van 
Desien, secretary of the section. Jean Ulume, after hearing tne accusations 
of the committee and the denials of Yen Besien, sid the Brabant Federation 
vould review the case. Blume deplored tie Laci: of subuission to Tarty dis- 
cipline evidenced by the mass resignation and indicated tha. the members of 
the committee would be nrovisionally susrended fro the Party. Throughout 
the discussions lume and Sam Herssens tried to iininize the iarortance of 
Yan Besien's actions, presumably in an effort-to retain hin in cis present 
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
